He  said,  “you  can 
have  freedom  of  speech  as  much 
and  as  long  as  you  let  others  have 
it.” 

Morgan’s  retort  to  Professor  Dal- 
las Brunett’s  introduction  was,  “I’d 
never  thought  about  retiring  be- 
fore you  brought  up  the  length  of 
time  I’ve  been  in  show  business.

i and  television  strike  he  quipped.

I Concerning  governments  roll  in 
I controlling  freedom  of  the  press, 
the  wry  comedian  pulled  no  punch- 


es. He  said  to  keep  government 
where  it  belongs.  The  government 
is  not  God.  It  is  to  serve  the  people 
. . . don’t  let  it  get  hold  of  the 
freedom  of  the  press.  Freedom  is 
in  reading.” 

About  tile  influence  and  value  of 
paper  back  books  he  exclaimed 
with  enthusiasm.

Dr.  Robert  Daines,  Master  of 
Business  Administration  director, 
squelched  a belief  that  the  newly 
formed  Olympic  Investment  Group 
“had  received  special  support  and 
sponsorship  of  the  University,”  in 
a stalement  Thursday. 

“The  Olympic  Investment  Group 
is  simply  recruiting  as  any  other 
employer  might,”  said  Daines. 
“The  offers  and  terms  of  employ- 
ment should  be  examined  careful- 
ly by  the  student,  as  with  any  other 
company’s  offer.” 

“Ths  extraordinarily  high  income 
suggested  is  indeed  possible,  as 
is  true  of  most  direct,  straight 
commission,  salesman  jobs  but  is 
not  typical  or  guaranteed.”  he  said. 

FRONT  END  LOAD 
Dr.  Daines  mentioned  that  the 
company  hopes  to  be  organized 
soon.  Presently  all  costs  including 
transportation  and  living  expenses 
must  be  borne  by  the  salesman. 
The  company  uses  a “front  end 
load”  type  cf  commission  which, 
though  not  illegal  internationally, 
has  been  outlawed  in  several  states 
in  the  U.S.  to  protect  the  public 
from  possible  abuses. 

“As  members  of  the  Business 
Management  Department  we  are 
greatly  concerned  about  the  broad 
implications  of  this  company  and 
its  approach  and  the  great  risk 
w'hich  would  be  assumed  by  the 
students  who  accept  this  offer,” 
stated  Dr.  Baines.  “Therefore,  we 


would  like  to  meet  with  all  inter-

I The  money  is  coming  out  of  the 
I pocket  of  Metromedia  Corp.,  of 
New  York,  which  has  contracted 
with  BYU  to  tabulate  the  results  of 
a survey  the  corporation  is  con- 
ducting. This  required  the  hiring  of 
hundreds  of  students  to  do  the  pap- 
er work  involved. 

Project  workers  spend  their 
time  scanning  questionaires  which 
have  been  filled  out  by  people 
across  the  country.  They  code  the 
information  from  these  question- 
aires onto  printed  forms,  which 
are  then  fed  into  a machine  that 
produces  an  IBM  card  using  the 
information  on  them.  These  IBM 
cards  are  processed  through  BYU’s 
computer,  which  checks  the  infor- 
mation for  accuracy,  then  records 
it  on  tape  for  use  by  Metromedia’s 
computers.

STEPS  BEING  TAKEN 

Dear  Editor; 

Many  people  have  criticized  the 
arrangement  of  the  northwest  en- 
trance to  the  Brigham  Young 
University  campus.  This  entrance 
is  not  just  a Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity problem;  city  streets  are 
involved  with  campus  streets  at 
this  point. 

This  complex  has  always  been 
troublesome,  even  in  the  days 
whan  traffic  was  not  nearly  so 
heavy  as  it  is  at  present.  As  a 
consequence,  eight-  years  ago  the 
City  of  Provo  and  Brigham  Young 
University  employed  a recognized 
professional  traffic  engineer,  rec- 
ommended by  the  Utah  Highway 
Department,  to  study  and  to  pre- 
pare plans  for  handling  traffic 
at  this  location.  The  present  com- 
plex is  his  design.  The  plan  was 
approved  by  both  Brigham  Young 
University  and  the  City  of  Provo, 
and  construction  was  completed 
en  1959. 

Since  that  time  many  sugges- 
tions have  been  made  as  to  how 
to  further  improve  the  situation. 
Most  of  these  suggestions  would 
not  afford  any  real  improvement; 


some  would  defiritnly  improve 
the  situation,  but  w-zuld  be  very 
expensive. 

Two  weeks  ago  the  City  of  Pro- 
vo and  Brigham  Young  University 
again  employed  a professional 
engineer  to  study  both  the  north 
entrance  and  the  south  enrance 
to  the  campus.  It  is  the  hope  of 
both  city  and  university  that 
some  plan  may  be  developed  that 
will  greatly  improve  conditions 
as  they  now  exist  and  still  be 
economically  feasible.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  give  representatives  of 
the  faculty,  staff,  and  student 
body  an  opportunity  to  review 
these  plans  as  they  are  developed 
and  before  any  final  approvals 
are  made. 

This  letter  is  written  so  that  all 
may  know  that  the  University 
administration  is  aware  of  the 
problems  and  is  trying  to  do 
something  constructive  about  it.

The  next 
day  we  were  swarmed  by  children 
trying  to  sell  us  clothing,  soap, 
toys,  and  candy. 

If  a few  charitable  organiza- 
tions would  investigate  where 
their  gifts  go,  they  would  find  op- 
portunities to  do  work  in  this,  our 
own  country.

“In  a time  of  rising  tensions  in  the 
ghettos,  I submit  it  is  both  short- 
sighted and  foolish  to  grant  only 
token  support  this  year  to  pro- 
grams which  demonstrated  their  ef- 
fectiveness during  the  heat  of  last 
summer,”  Lindsay  said. 

“We  believe  the  National  Admin- 
istration should  do  everything  in 
its  power  to  restore  the  funding 
of  special  summer  youth  programs 
to  last  year’s  level”  he  said.

er  Floyd  B.  McKissick  that  urban 
ghettos  were  filled  with  “bitter- 
ness, despair  and  cynicism— built 
on  the  hopes  you  raised  and  dashed 
—the  promises  you  made  and 
broke”  as  white  men. 

McKissick,  national  director  of 
the  Congress  of  Racial  Equality 
(CORE),  told  the  500  editors  at 
the  opening  session  of  the  ASNE’s 
annual  convention  that  part  of  the 
blame  for  Negro  unrest  must  be 
shared  by  “the  white  press.” 

He  accused  the  news  media  of 
ignoring  trouble  before  it  erupts 
in  violence. 

The  society’s  freedom  of  infor- 
mation committee,  meanwhile,  re- 
ported that  President  Johnson,  des- 
pite “slight  improvement  in  recent 
months,”  still  tends  to  try  to  make 
the  news  sound  or  seem  better 
than  it  Is,  especially  on  Vietnam.

New  York  (UPI)  — Julian  Tom- 
chin  quietly  revolutionizes  fabric 
design  but  speaks  out  sharply 
about  what’s  doing  in  the  fashion 
world. 

Twiggy,  for  instance,  gets  a 
comeuppance.  So  do  the  experts 
who  go  around  issuing  fashion  ulti- 
matums. 

Tomchin,  whose  fabrics  are  in 
wardrobes  of  some  of  the  nation’s 
most  fashionable  women,  writes 
Twiggy  off  as  strictly  “a  product 
of  the  European  Press.”  She  has 
nothing  to  do  with  fashion.  She 
looks  like  a boy  and  I’m  in  the 
women’s  dress  business.”  He  ac- 
cented the  “women’s.” 

In  another  vein,  Tomchin  says, 
“I  can’t  bear  fashion  dictums. 
Neither  should  the  consumer.” 

SECURITY 

“The  woman  who  reads  that 
‘black  is  back’  and  then  worries 
about  it  is  never  going  to  be  ele- 
gant,” said  Tomchin.  “Elegance  is 
security.” 

“I  think  Kenneth  Lane  expressed 
it  wonderfully  the  other  day.” 

Lane  is  the  Detroit-born  jeweler 
who  has  been  converting  fashion- 
able women  to  inexpensive,  frank- 
ly fake  jewelry.  Now,  he’s  going 
into  design  using  precious  and 
semi-precious  stones.” 

As  Lane  put  it,  “I’ve  been  de- 
signing for  secure  ladies.  Now  I’ll 
be  designing  for  insecure  people 
who  need  something  real.” 

Tomchin  also  questions  those 
fashion  experts  who  predict  the 
comeback  of  “romantic”  clothes. 
If  they  mean  softer-looking  fashions 
—away  from  the  hard  finish  fab- 


rics, the  geometric  silhouettes,  he 
agrees.  “For  this  is  the  direction,” 
he  says. 

STATE  OF  MIND 

But  as  for  romance,  “It’s  a state 
of  mind.  You  can’t  send  it  to  the 
dry  cleaner.  There  are  women  you 
can  put  in  zillions  of  yards  of  pink 
satin  and  lace,  and  they’ll  still  be 
hard.” 

Fashion  changes  are  a natural 
progression,  he  feels.  “No  matter 
what  they  say,  women  are  logical.
